BEIRUT. May 28 (Agencies)— Arab criticism of Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat mounted today following the announcement of open 
borders between Egypt and Israel and the opening of U.S.- 
Egyptian- Israeli talks on Palestinian autonomy. 

Jordan, which has the longest Arab border with Israel and from 
which Israel captured the West Bank in the 1967 Middle East war, 
said the proposed autonomy plan was “meaningless.” 

“As long as Israeli leaders insist on retaining the whole of 
Jerusalem as their capital and on continuing to build Jewish set- 
tlements in occupied Arab territories, the proposed autonomy plan 
means nothing," Speaker of the Upper House of parliament Bahjar 
Talhouni said, 

Jordan, Mr. Talhouni said in a press statement, wants total Israeli 
withdrawal from war-won Arab regions, including occupied 
Jerusalem, and realisation of the legitimate rights of the Palestinian 
people as essential conditions of a comprehensive peace settlement. 

Syria and the PLO said no autonomy plan was acceptable to the 
Arab World without the participation of the real parties involved. 

“The U.S. policy is aimed at consolidating Israeli occupation of 
Arab territories and liquidating the Palestine cause,” said Syrian 
Foreign Minister Abdul Halim Khaddam. 

He said a comprehensive Middle East peace settlement can be 
reached only through negotiations at the United Nations with all 
other parties concerned present. 

There are, he said in a statement, Syria, Jordan and the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation. 

The PLO rejected the autonomy proposals on the grounds that 
neither President Carter, President Sadat nor Mr. Begin had any 


“legal or otherwise" right to speak for the Palestinians. 

Saudi Arabian newspapers oiled for direct talks with ;ae PLO os 
the legitimate representative of the Palestinians. 

Without recognition of the PLO and negotiations with the PLO, 
there can be no acceptable self-rule for the Palestinians in the West 
Bank and Gaza and the those in Diaspora, the daily Al Jazira said. 

The Algerian government daily AI Mudjahed dismissed Israel’s 
withdrawal from the Sinai town of Al Arish, saying that Israel would 
now describe this move' as a major concession, with the aim of 
discouraging any substantial demand on the basic problems of Pales- 
tine 

The daily said U.$. Preside/:'. Jimmy Carter was shackled by the 
American Zionist lobby. 

Mr. Carter, “who had appeared a brave man when elected, does 
not even dare to mention in public or clearly the national rights of the 
Palestinian people..” it went on. 

On the announcement of opening borders between Egypt and 
Israel, the Saudi daily Al Riyadh denounced the move as “another 
big concession” from President Sadat 

The paper said "Israel certainly received more than it expected 
from the Arab World.” 

The Kuwaiti daily Al Rai Al Aam commented: “Sadat opened the 
Egyptian borders without wap to the enemy who could not open it 
through war.” 

Iraq's ruling Baath Party newspaper Al Thawra condemned the 
opening of the border between Egypt and Israel as an insult to the 
Arab nation. It said President Sadat's action was “a flagrant step 
along the glaring and shameful way of treason he has followed.” 


Mr. Sadat said hr set no con- 
ditions for opening the borders. “I 
have agTeed to open the borders 
2 nd Mr. Begin agreed to release 
Palestinian prisoners. We cannot 
say you must do this for that ...Any 
movement takes its strength from 
the peace process itself,” he said. 

Mr. Sadat said there was still a 
gap between the Egyptian and 
Israeli positions on Jewish set- 
tlements on the occupied ter? 
riiories but predicted “these dif- 
ferences, like the previous ones, 
can be overcome.” 

On Mr. Begin' s refusal to rec- 
ognise the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) President 
Sadat said: “I don't accept that. I 
have declared before that they 
(Israelis) must learn to live with 
the Palestinians. They must coex- 
ist with the realities in the region 
and the Palestinian issue is one of 
these realities.'' 

Mr. Sadat said the Palestinians 
would not participate in the cur- 
rent negotiations between Egypt 
and Israel on Palestinian aut- 
onomy. “Let us not ask this ques- 
tion of Palestinian participation 
before three years when the trans- 
ition period (in the West Bank and 
Gaza) ends." he said. 

The first round of the negoti- 
ations between Egypt and Israel 
on Palestinian autonomy was held 
last Friday in Beersheba in Israel. 
MENA said today the second 
round of talks was expected to 
take place on June 10 instead of 
June 6 as previously announced.

MADRID, May 28 (R) — Prime Minister Adolfo 
Suarez has won the backing of Spain's military 
chiefs for a government drive against guerrilla 
violence, the government said today. The armed 
forces joint chiefs of staff met Mr. Suarez late last 
night to discuss security following two days of 
guerrilla killings in which 17 people died. 

A government statement said today they anal- 
ysed in depth the government's plan to combat 
terrorism, with “all present agreeing to support 
and endorse the package of measures.” 

Mr. Suarez summoned the generals after eight ' 
people were killed and 39 injured in a Saturday 
night bomb attack on a Madrid cafe. The day- 
before, guerrillas of the Basque separatist organ- 
isation ETA murdered three senior army officers 
and their driver. 

The attacks led to demands by right-wing news- 
papers for the government's resignation. Ultra- 


Rightist demonstrators called for the army to take 
power. 

Two days after the cafe blast, the worst bomb 
outrage in Spain lor five years, the identity of 
those responsible was still unclear. An anonymous 
telephone caller yesterday told a regional news- 
paper that ETA planted the bomb but this was 
denied by a second caller also claiming to speak 
for the group. 

Police sources said ETA or the leftist urban 
guerrilla organisation GRAPO (October First 
Anti-Fascist Resistance Groups) may have been 
responsible. 

Both groups have recently stepped up attacks. 
Last Friday a police inspector and a bystander 
were killed in a gun battle with GRAPO suspects 
in Seville and on Saturday, near the eastern town 
of Teruel. paramilitary civil guards shot dead two 
alleged GRAPO members at a road bloc.

IF ISRAEL today has the self-satisfied look of the cat who 
ate the canary, it is for good reason. The Egyptian- Israeli 
peace treaty has produced its first tangible victory for 
Israel— the declaration of an "open border'" with its most 
powerful Arab neighbour — and there are many more 
victories for the Israelis still to anticipate as "Admiral” 
Sadat's capitulation becomes more and more complete. 

Now that the Arab right arm has been securely arrayed 
in Zionist armour, it is worth looking at one of the less- 
publicised prospective offspring of the Israeli- Egyptian 
marriage arranged by Deacon Carter. 

This is the very real likelihood that Israel and Egypt 
will pool their resources to become the Middle East's first 
nuclear power. 

That Israel has the nuclear technology capable of pro- 
ducing an atomic weapon tomorrow if not in the near future 
is no longer doubted. That it has arrogated to itself the right 
to produce such a weapon against the will of the inter- 
national community is also historical fact. Last November. 
Israel was the lone abstention in a 1 1 P-0 vote of the L\N. 
Disarmament Committee calling for a nuclear "free zone" 
in the Middle East, in which all states would refrain on a 
reciprocal basis from acquiring or producing nuclear 
weapons. At the same time, the same committee, com- 
prising all the members of the L.V. voted 68-24. with 33 
abstentions, to ask all slates to refrain from supplying Israel 
with arms, ammunition and military equipment — and par- 
ticularly to deny it nuclear material and technology. 

None of this, of course, has deterred the Israelis, who 
can now look to Egypt as a potential market for their 
nuclear technology - perhaps with the aim of jointly

developing a "Camp David" bomb with which they could 
defend themselves, and Israel's other present and future 
territorial conquests in the region, against any who would 
challenge the it " security "-Ofle-prelers-oot^o-tfHnk- what-- 
the volatile combination of Zionist aggression. Israeli 
paranoia and Egyptian arrogance would choose to do with 
such a weapon. 

Israel, which has been looking for a site for nuclear 
research within its own "boundaries”, has already prop- 
osed to build a nuclear power plant in Sinai: at the same 
time. Egypt has been looking for access to nuclear technol- 
ogy. but has not up to now been able to acquire it from the 
L’.S. or elsewhere.- 

One of the most sordid aspects of this frightening 
prospect is that Israel could acquire the enriched uranium it 
would need for its nuclear programme from South Africa, 
with which the Zionist state has strong ties. Thus, in col- 
laborating with Israel. Egypt would be committing a great 
crime not only against its fellow Arab countries, but against 
its fellow African countries as well. The two countries 
would qualify, with South Africa, as international outlaws. 

This is not just some fanciful scenario or future night- 
mare. It is the kind of terrifying reality that we are going to 
have to get used to — and ultimately do something about — 
as the Egyptian- Israeli union comes into force. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAM MONDAY ridicules President Sadat's recurrent affir- 
mation that there will be no more wars between the Arabs and 
Israel and that the October 1977 war will be the last pointing out 
that Israel's incessant aggressions on Lebanon tend to disprove 
Mr. Sadat's allegations. 

If the war which Israel is waging in Lebanon is not a war "then 
what does constitute war according to Sadat's criteria?” the paper 
asks. 

Commenting on the hand-over of Al Arish to Egypt, and the 
unfriendly reception with which the Israeli delegation was met by 
the .Egyptian people of the town. AL DUSTOl’R says that this 
expanses the "phony Egyptian referendum on how ihe Egyptian 
people feel toward Israel and their attitude to the concessions 
made in their name to Israel.” 

The joy of the Egyptians over the return of Al Arish is mixed 
with bitterness and anger due to the fact that Mr. Sadat has 
committed Egypt to pay heavily for the peace he concluded with 
Israel, the paper says. 

Mr. Sadat has sold out the Palestinian cause and turned his 
'back on the Islamic shrines in Palestine for which the Egyptian 
people have sacrificed thousands of martyrs, the paper adds. 

The paper lashes out at the Egy ptian president for opening the 
borders of his country’ with Israel before Israel had completed the 
first stage of its withdrawal, and says that Mr. Sadat has exceeded 
his authority. The premature opening of the borders violates the 
provisions of the treaty which he signed with Israel, the papier 
says. 

In conclusion, the papier calls on the Arabs to draw up an 
alternative programme of action which would take the whole issue 
out of Mr. Sadat's hands.

AMMAN. May 28 (JNA) - The 
council of the union of Arab uni- 
versities which ended an 
emergency meeting in Baghdad 
last night decided to suspend the 
membership of Egypt's uni- 
versities in the union except for 
the universities of Asyut and 
Alexandria, a spokesman for the 
Jordanian delegation attending* 
the meeting said in a statement 
upon its return to Amman last 
night. 

He said the two universities 
were singled out due to "the posi- 
tive attitude of their teaching staff 
and students, and that the sus- 
pension of the other universities 
will be cancelled if they adopt a 
positive attitude." 

The union decided to continue 
employing Egyptian teachers at 
Arab universities but named 
Baghdad as the new venue for the 
union's general secretariat. 

Furthermore, the council 
denounced Israeli harrassment of 
Arab universities in the occupied 
Arab territories, the detention of 
students and the constant attacks 
by Israeli troops of university 
campuses. The council also 
decided to hold contacts with 
Arab and international organ- 
isations to brief them on Israel's 
oppressive measures against Arab 
universities 


AMMAN, May 28 (JNA)— The 
board of directors of the Arab 
Maritime Transport Academy 
started a three-day extraordinary 
meeting here today.

He also stressed the need for 
establishing regional training 
centres in the Third World and for 
more on- the -job training to be 
provided ro the local labour force. 

It is to be regretted that due to 
the number of papers being pre- 
sented there is little time for dis- 
cussion between the participants. 

This is the first Franco -Arab 
conference of its kind to be held in 
Amman. To find out how this 
event came to be organised, the 
Jordan Times spoke to Mr. Michel 
Habib-Delondc. the president of 
the Fran co -Arab Chamber of 
Commerce which is based in Paris.

idea of bolding the conference in 
Jordan. The invaluable support 
given by the Crown Prince has 
helped to surmount a number of 
difficulties encountered in the 
organisation of this event. 

Jordan was chosen for ‘'geog- 
raphical and political (in the 
broadest sense of the word) 
reasons” and to show that 
France's interests in the Middle 
East do not only lie with the oil- 
rich countries or with those his- 
torically linked with France. 

“Richess of heart and mind is not 
lacking here,” and Mr. Legendre's 
presence is proof of President 
Valery Giscard tfEstaing and 
Prime Minister Raymond Barre's 
personal concern in establishing 
closer ties with Jordan, he said. 

This is the fifth conference 
arranged by the Franco-Arab 
chamber. The first conference was 
held in Casablanca in 1974 and 
dealt with relations between 
industrialised countries and 
raw -material-producing coun- 
tries. The chamber on later organ- 
ised a seminar in Paris dealing

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Scheckter wins Monaco Grand Prix 


MONTE CARLO. May 28 (R ) — South African Jody Scheckter 
scored a narrow victory in an incident-ridden Monaco Formula 
One Grand Prix here yesterday, repeating his 1977 Monte Carlo 
win. Scheckter led unchallenged in his Ferrari until near the end 
when Swiss Clay Rcgazznni drove his Williams to within cen- 
timetres of the South African. But Regazzoni's courageous last- 
'ap attempt to pass Scheckter failed and he had to settle for second 
place. Only two other drivers, third-placed Carlos Reuiemann of 
Argentina in a Lotus and Britain's John Watson, who was fourth 
in a McLaren, completed the 75-lap, 251.712 kilometres classic. 
Accidents and mechanical troubles forced all 16 other starters 
out. The most spectacular crash involved former world champion 
Niki Lauda of Austria and Frenchman Didier Pironi. As Pironi 
attempted to overtake Lauda's Brabham for third place, his Tyr- 
rell reared up on top of Lauda’s car and both were extensively 
damaged. Pironi and Lauda were unhurt. Ferrari had looked set 
for another one-two triumph us Canadian Gilles Villeneuvc 
shadowed his teammate for 54 laps before dropping out with a 
broken transmission. Ligier. who have shared success with Ferrari 
throughout the prev ious six rounds of the championship, suffered 
many problems. Lead driver Jacques Laffite went out on the 57th 
lap with gear box troubles but Patrick Depailler. his teammate 
and compatriot, clawed his wa> into fifth place, although he 
stopped two lops from the end. Schecktcr's second successive win 
■ look him to a clear lead in the championship table, six points 
ahead of Laffite. with Villcneuve. Depuller and Reutcmann in 
joinr third place, a further four points adrift. 


Mears outraces stars to win Indy 500 


INDIANAPOLIS. Indiana. May 28 (Rl — Californian Rick 
Mejrs yesterday beat the established stars to win the 
“Indianapolis 500" car race at only his second attempt. Means. 27. 
took the chequered flag in his Penske-Cosvvorth in three hours. 8 
minutes. 27.97 seconds at an average speed of 255.668 kilometres 
per hour in the 800 kilometres race. He had almost a lap to spare 
over Indy 500 hero A J. Foyt. the only four-time winner, who 
barely coasted across the line with the engine dead in his 
Parnelli-Cosworth and the 300.000 crowd roaring him on. Danny 
Ongais. who started 27th in a 35-car field, the biggest in 46 years, 
threaded his way through to finish third in another Parnclli- 
Cosworth. Bobbv Llnscr. twice winner of the race, led from the 



98th lap until his Penskc-Cosworth engine started giving trouble 
with only IS of the 200 laps to go. U riser slipped back to fourth 
place, followed home by Mike Mosley in an Eagle-Cosworth and 
Gordon Johncock. the 1973 champion, in a Penske-Cosvvorth. 
The victory wiH mean a big pay cheque for Mears. who gave due 
notice by taking the pole position in the qualifying trials. The race 
carried more than Si million in prize money. A1 Llnscr collected 
S290.000 in his 1978 win. He looked like he was going to be in the 
money again when he scorched into the lead at the start and stayed 
there, except for pit stops, till the 98th lap.

May 28 (AP) -- Unseeded Caroline Stoll scored her 
fourth upset of the tournament yesterday to capture the SI 00.000 
German Women's Tennis Championships with a 7-6. 6-0 win 
over Regina Marsikovu of Czechoslovakia. The 19-year-old U.S. 
player won $20,000 for her victory, her ninth in her last ten 
matches. Sixth-seeded Mareikova. 2U. earned $10,000 for her 
runnerup finish. 

European Weightlifting Championships 

VARNA, Bulgaria. May 28 (R) - Gerd Bonk of East Germany- 
won the super- heavyweight title and Yuri Zaitsev of the Soviet 
Union took the heavyweight championship on the final day of the 
European Weightlifting Championships here yesterday. Bulgaria 
headed the medals standings with four gold, three silver and one 
bronze, followed bv the Soviet Union with four gold, one silver 


and one bronze- The Soviet Union, who were without Bassily 
Alexeyev, twice winner of the Olympic super-heavyweight title, 
were unlucky when Rakh'manov injured himself in a dean and 
jerk attempt in the event and was out of the running. Earlier he 
had won the snatch with a lifT of 1 95 kilogrammes, ten kilos more 
than title- winner Bonk. Bonk won championship with a total of 
427.5 kilos, five kilos more than his second-placed compatriot 
Junger Heuser. who had matched him with 242.5 kilos in the jerk. 

European Judo Championships 

BRUSSELS. May 28 tR) — Alexei Tiurin of thp Soviet Union 
yesterday won the European open category judo title on the last 
day of the European Championships here. He beat Frenchman 
Angelo Parisi in a hard-fought final. Italy won its first gold medal 
of the competition in yesterday's other final, the under 60 kilos 
section, when Felice Marian! beat West German Helmut Grobe- 
lin. Fourteen countries shared the 32 medals awarded o'er four 
days' competition and East Germany, who dominated the sport in 
Europe last year, had to make do with just two bronzes. The 
Soviet Union topped the medals list with three gold, two silver and 
two bronze.

The effect of extensive tree 
cover on the natural environment 
is not simply aesthetic, however. 
Tree cover prevents soil erosion, 
promores water conservation on 
hillsides, provides shade in 
summer, not to mention the 
economic benefits of fruit tree cul- 
tivation. 

But as the trees grow thev 
attract piciniekers. As a result. 
Jordan’s forestsare menaced bv a 
very serious, problem, fire. Last 
year the Jordan Times reported a 
fire which destroyed a large 
number of pines along the 
Amman-Sair highway. On a 
recent visit to Dibbin forest evi- 
dence of several recent forest fires 
was to be seen. 

Although the Department of 
Forestry has made an attempt at 
educating the pubfic. many pic- 
nikers are not sufficiently careful 
about rheir conking fires on Frida v 
outings. Nearly every family likes 
to cook food outdoors on an open 
fire, which is very dangerous. 
Often the fires are left smoul- 
dering only to flare up later. 

Ministry officials are trying to 
gut the message across to the 
public that they should refrain 
lrom building fires in the first 
place. If they insist on a fire, they 
must Match it carefully and make 
sure it is extinguished before they 
leau- the site. 

A related menace which the 
public must be made aware of is 
throwing cigarette butts from car 
windows. The fire last year on the 
highway ro Salt was most probably 
caused in that way. Jordan's trees 
are too precious for us to lose 
them so carelessly. 

Another forestry problem is 
overgrazing. Many’ Middle East- 
ern countries have had precious 
young forests destroyed by vor- 
acious goats and sheep. Evidence 
of overgrazing is to be seen easily 
in Jordan. In several areas north of 
Amman where land was fenced off 
several years ago. natural veg- 
etation has begun to appear. 

One should visit the 250 year 
old Pinus pinea (snobar) whose , 
shade King Abdullah used to , 
enjoy, ft will be a challenge to ( 
find, though many people know 
where it is, but one must be careful r 
not to start an open fire there. It is B 
a part of Jordan's forestiy heritage 
which is too good to lose.

This pistachio tree, well-known to 
Jordan s television viewers, is 
thought to be at least R00 years old. 
The pistachio (Pistacia atlaniica), 
locally called ‘Butm’ is a hardly 
deciduous. The tree, located in 
Wadi Butm at Qasr Amra, may 
possibly be as old as a desert recre- 
ational retreat by an Umayyad 
prince. The site can be reached by 
desrt road via Sahad and Qasr 
Kharana or from Azraq to the 
northeast. It is thought that there 
are about 200 pistachio trees in . 
Wadi Butm. Old trees in Jordan 
are often seen to be scarred or hol- 
lowed by fire. Because shade is 
highly valued by all of us in Jordan 
it is recommended not to make 
fires under trees for any reason. 
Tea and coffee are more easily 
made at borne and kept in a ther- 
mos bottle. Such trees as these are 
certainly an Important part of Jor- 
dan’s heritage and deserve our 
respect and care.

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America’s Voyager-1 spacec- 
raft climaxed mi 18-month 
journey through- space with a 
highly productive fly-by of Jup- 
iter. It then used that celstiai 
body’s strong gravity to 
catapult itself toward a 
rendezvous with Saturn in 
mid-1980. Approaching within 
277,000 kilometres of the 
Jovian surface, the 816- 
kilogramme robot sent back a 
series of spectacular colour 
photos of the planet and many 
of its 14 moons. In addition to 
two television cameras, it car- 
ried 11 other scientific instru- 
ments. The wealth of images 
and data transmitted from Jup- 
iter has greatly excited prog- 
ramme scientists at the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory in 
Pasadena, California. But 
there is more to come. 
Voyager-2, an indentical craft, 
is due to pass by the planet in 
August. (International Com- 
munication Agency.)

DAKAR, May 28 (Agencies)~Rescuers were today 
trying to recover the wreck of a military plane which 
crashed off the Senegalese coast killing Mauritanian 
Premier Ahmed Ouid Bouceif and 11 others, the 
Senegalese New Agency reported. 


The luriw-prop. I win-engined 
De Havilland aircraft was lying in 
.shallow water off the village of 
Yoff. not far from Dakar Inter- 
national Airport, the agency said. 

The plane plunged into the sea 
yesterday after a sandstorm ham- 
pered visibility at Dakar Airport. 

The premier's death was offi- 
cially announced in the Maurita- 
nian capital of Nouakchott last 
night and the government decreed 
40 days of official mourning. 

The statement also said the 
other victims included the coun- 
try's recently -appointed ambas- 
sador to Paris, a member of the

ruling Military Committee of 
National Salvation, an aide, two 
journalists and the five crew 
members. 

Informed sources said the 
Mauritanian army transport plane 
circled over Dakar Airport and 
received landing permission but 
the pilot told the control tower he 
could not [and because of poor vis- 
ibility. 

Coastal villagers then sported it 
flying at rooftop level before 
apparently crashing into the sea. 
only half an hour after leaving 
Nouakchott. 

Lieutenant-colonel Bouceif, 
45. had been premier for under 
two months and was regarded as 
the military strongman of the 
Mauritanian Government. 

A former chief of staff of the 
armed forces, he came to power in 
a radical covcmment reshuffle in 


which leading civilians were 
removed from the cabinet. 

He was flying to Dakar to 
attend an economic summit of 
west African states which was 
postponed until tonight because 
the sandstorm eventually dosed 
the city's airport. 

As prime minister, he gave a 
new impetus- to diplomatic moves 
to bring peace to the Western 
Sahara, a former Spanish colony 
which was ceded to Morocco and 
Mauritania three years ago. 

Algerian-backed Poiisario 
guerrillas have mounted a violent 
campaign for the independence of 
the region. 

Seaegalese President Leopold 
Sedar Senghor last night sent a 
message of condolence to Pres- 
ident Moustapha Ould Salek of 
Mauritania. 

Meanwhile, Development 
Minister Colonel Ahmed Salem 
Oufd Sidi was named acting prime 
minister today. 

President Salek said the Milit- 
ary Committee of National Sal- 
vation would meet soon to desig- 
nate Mr. Bouceif s permanent 
successor. 


‘Beginning of end’ of white minority rule 


Rhodesia to elect black president 


SALISBURY. May 28 (R) - The beginning of 
the end of white minority rule in Rhodesia starts 
today, with the country’s new government pla- 
gued by dissension and war even before it assumes 
office. 

The bi-ractal government of national unity due 
to take power on Friday has been reduced by 
bitterness and argument from four planned par- 
ticipants to two in the 34 days since the country's 
first one-man. one-vote elections. 

The coalition cabinet will now comprise only 
members of the United African National Council 
(UANC) of prime minister-elect Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa and of the white Rhodesian Front of 
outgoing Premier lan Smith. 

The United National Federal Party (UNFP)of 
Chief Kayisa Ndiweni dropped out last night after 
a disagreement with the UANC. In addition, the 
Zimbabwe African National Union (ZANU) fac- 
tion of Rev. Ndabanigngi Sithole has cold- 
shouldered the handover from white rule since the 
UANC election victoni was announced. 

Alongside the disunity in parliamentary ranks, 
the six-year guerrilla war appears to be raging 
unabated, despite the approach of mainly black 
rule. Military communiques have announced 
more than 140 dead in the past three days, includ- 
ing nine black villagers reported by military head- 
quarters to have been massacred by guerrillas on 
Saturday night. 

The handover of white rule after 8S years and 
eight months begins today, when black and white 
members of parliament and senators vote for the 
black president of Zimbabwe Rhodesia. 


The likely winner is Josiah Gtutiede. a 60-. 
year-old former headmaster, civil servant anddip- 
fotnat nominated by the UANC. He is opposed by 
a retired teacher, Timothy Ndftiovu, -6L, of the 

unfp. ^ 

The UNFP said in a statement last night that it 
would not take up its two places in the cabinet aad_ 
that its nine MPs would operate as an opposition 
bloc. 

Mr. Sithole’ s group has declared it wifi not take 
up its 12 seats or its two places in the cabinet unto 
the high court has considered a petition thaithe 
elec tion was rigged in favour of the UANC. The 
party has so far not presented its evidence ta the 
court. 

The bickering could damage the government's 
standing internationally as it struggles for rec- 
ognition , the lifting of trade sanctions and an end 
to the war. Bui political sources said the boycotts 
would leave the UANC in an evefl more powerful 
position domestically. 

The president and prime minister-designate 
Bishop Muzorewa will be sworn in tomorrow' and 
the cabinet will be named on Wednesday. 

The end of outright power by a quarter million 
whites over almost seven million blacks wilt come 
at midnight on Thursday and the new state of 
Zimbabwe Rhodesia comes into being on Friday. 

The Patriotic Front guerrilla alliance has 
pledged to continue its war from bases in Zambia 
and Mozambique, arguing that the new administ- 
ration provides for such a powerful measure of 
white influence that it will merely amount to white 
rule behind the black facade. 
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ROME. May 28 (R » — Cyrus 
Vance will not serve a second 
term as U.S. Secretary of State 
even if President Carter wins 
re-cleciion. according to a 
senior American official. 

The official was speaking to 
reporters aboard Mr. Vance’s 
aircraft as it flew from Israel to 
Rome last night. He said Pres- 
ident Carter had known for 
some time that Mr. Vance 
wanted to return to private life 
after four years as secretary of 
state. 

Mr. Vance will be almost 65 
when President Carter's first 
term expires in January. 1981. 
A former deputy secretary of 
defence, he practices law in 
New York City when not in 
government service. 

The official said the sec- 
retary wanted to concentrate 
during the remainder of his 
term on Third World problems 
rather than on “crisis dip- 
lomacy." 

Much of Mr. Vance's time in 
the coming months will 
undoubtedly be occupied with 
such problems as southern 
Africa and getting the new' 
Strategic Arms Limitation 
Treaty with the Soviet Union 
ratified by the U.S. Senate, the 
official said. 

But he added that more 
emphasis would be placed on 
areas which had not received 
enough attention in the past. 


UNCTAD ‘widely divided’ 
as 4th, final week begins

MANILA. May 2 8 
(Rj— Delegates from more than 
150 countries go into their fourth 
and final week of trade talks here 
today, still pessimistic at reaching 
agreement on how to spread the 
world s wealth. 

After more than three weeks of 
negotiations, the United Nations 
Conference on Trade and 
Development i UNCTAD) 
remains widely divided on basic 
issues. 

One such unresolved question is 
how trade can be liberalised for 
the benefit of poorer states with- 
out upsetting the economic 
growth of the richer ones. 

There are many areas of agree- 
ment on principles, delegates say, 
but wide gaps remain on methods 
of action and on crucial questions 
such as the rising price of oil. 

Other possible areas of conflict 
between developing and 
developed countries are the role 
of international corporations and 
the freer transfer of Western 
technology which East European 
.states also seek. 

Delegates stress that the con- 
ference might be extended by two 
or three days or go into all-night 
sessions in attempts to reach com- 
promises or at least agreement to 
study outstanding issues which 


would be negotiated later. 

Much of the past four days has 
been dominated by a row within 
the developing nations' Group of 
77 from Africa. Latin America 
and Asia, on whether the price of 
oil and its adverse impact on their 
growth should be put on the 
agenda. 

It appeared seltled on Friday- 
night by a compromise to continue 
private discussions on oil pricing 
outside the UNCTAD 
framework. But then a resolution 
from the Western nations 
reopened the issue with a call for 
all countries to take steps to 
improve the balance of supply and 
demand for energy.” 

Some of the more militant Mid- 
dle East oil producers see any 
mention of the issue as inap- 
propriate at UNCTAD. They 
oppose discussion of the question 
with the industrialised world, 
which they, say is passing on the 
rising prices in its exports to the 
poorer countries. 

In turn, the Western nations 
were surprised by what one dele- 
gate described as the con- 
frontational nature of the Third 
World resolution on basic 
development strategy for the com- 
ing decade. 


HONG KONG. May 2S (R) - 
More than 1.000 Vietnamese 
refugees sailed into Hong Kong 
yesterday as officials questioned 
1.400 others who deliberately ran 
a crewless Panamanian freighter 
on to a beach the day before. 

Hong Kong's refugee popu- 
lation hiss swelled to 37.000 with a 
record 7,000 arriving in the past 
week -- the highest since the Vie- 
tnam War ended four years ago. 

As officials probed the mystery 
of the grounded 800-ton freighter 
Sen On. 1.209 more Vietnamese 
sailed in aboard 1 5 fishing boats. 

The refugees on the freighter 
forced it ashore after the captain 
and seven-man crew had fled the 
night before on a junk that picked 
them up at the mouth of the Pearl 
River. 

The freighter's log book had 
disappeared and its passengers 
claimed they paid about S4.000 
each to leave Vietnam. 

Police suspected a syndicate 
was involved in the voyage of the 
Sen On, which is believed to be 
Hong Kong-owned and manned 
by Chinese seamen but registered 
in Panama. 

The freighter had been under 
suspicion for some time by a spe- 
cial unit set up here to track 
“rogue ships” that might dabble in 
the highly lucrative refugee trade. 

The stream of refugees taking 
advantage of favourable monsoon 


winds is proving a huge immig- 
ration headache for this over- 
crowded British colony, one of the 
world's most densely populated 
cities. 

Another group of 982 Vie- 
tnamese refugees rescued at sea 
are aboard the British freighter 


Smbonga in international waters 
just outside Hong Kong.’ 

The local authorities are urging 
Britain to accept the shipwrecked 
refugees.

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Dutch tribunal to begin 
inquiry into 1977 air 
crash which killed 583 
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Greece to sign treaty of accession to EEC 


ATHENS. May 28 (R) — Greece, the cradle of European civil- 
isation. lodav signs a treaty of accession to the European Economic 
Community, which will make it the tenth member on Jan. 1. 1981. 

It is the climax to years of effort by Premier Constantine Karaman- 
lis to take his country into the Common Market, thereby hoping to 
ensure not only increased prosperity, but also that Greece never 
again comes under a dictatorship. 

French President Valery Giscard d'Estaing will sign the treaty on 
behalf of the Community at the marble Zappeion exhibition hall in 
the shadow of the 2.500-year-old Acrapolis. The ceremony will also 
he attended by five prime ministers and the foreign ministers of the 
nine EEC partners. 

The two main opposition parties, the pan-Hellenic socialist 
movement of Andreas Papandreou and the Moscow-oriented Greek 
Communist Party, have decided to boycott the ceremony. They claim 
that in the EEC. Greece will become a European colony, controlled 
from Brussels and subservient to European monopolies and cartels. 

Premier Kuramanlis believes entry into the EEC will consolidate 
Greek democratic institutions and ward off the likelihood of another 
military dictatorship, because under the Community's founding Tre- 
aty of Rome a non- democratic country would be expelled. 

His government says there are also economic benefits of joining. 
Greece will receive substantial aid from the common agricultural 
policy, possibly as much as 51.8 billion in the first five years. The 


government says Greece will also benefit from the technological 
know-how of its advanced EEC partners. 

Many Greeks also believe that accession to the EEC will minimise 
the possibility of a conflict with neighbouring Turkey, which is a 
possible future member of the community. 

Along with the treaty of accession, Greece will also sign an act 
concerning the conditions of accession. After the signing, the Greek 
parliament and those of the nine EEC states will have to ratify the 
accession agreement before Greece becomes a member in 1981. 

There will be five-year transition period before Greece can enjoy 
the benefits of full membership. It will be seven years, however, 
before Greek workers have free movement within the EEC and two 
Greek agricultural products -- tomato paste and peaches -- have 
unrestricted access to EEC markets. 

But from 1981, Greece will take part in the Community budget 
and will send 24 elected deputies to the European Parliament. The 
Brussels Commission will be expanded from 13 to 14 members to 
include one Greek commissioner, and a Greek judge will be 
appointed to the Luxembourg-based European Court of Justice. 


THE HAGUE, May 2S (R) - A 
public inquiry opens today into 
the world* s worst air disaster-- the 
collision between two jumbo jets 
at Tenerife Airport in the Canary 
Islands in March 1977. 

The crash between tourist- 
packed Boeing 747s of the Ameri- 
can company Panam and the 
Dutch national airline KLM cost 
583 lives. 

Spanish and Dutch inves- 
tigators have disagreed over the 
causes of the collision on a fog- 
bound runway. 

Ten experts were due to give 
evidence to the inquiry which w ill 
be conducted by the Netherlands 
Aviation Court, an independent 
tribunal set up in the mid-1950s. 

Court sources said that the 
experts did not inefude Spanish or 
United States witnesses, and a 
Spanish Embassy source said 
Spain would not be officially rep- 
resented. 

The hearing is expected to last 
for two days, and the findings will 
be announced in three to six 
weeks' time, the court sources 
said. 

A Spanish Government report 
issued last October said the main 
cause of the disaster was that 
KLM Caprain Jacob Veldhuyzen 
van Zanten took off without 
authorisation, ramming the 
Panam plane. 

The report said that the captain, 
who was kflled together with all 
people in his plane, disobeyed an 
order from the control tower to 
stand by for take-off. 

But Dutch officials said the 
report was biased and ignored 


evidence provided by the Nether- 
lands Government. . 

Mr. Hans Raben, director- 
general of the Dutch Transport 
Ministry's Aviation Service, said 
Dutch investigators tad found 
that the KLM crew were con- 
vinced they had received per- 
mission from the control tower for 
take off. 

The Spanish report wifi be one 
of the documents submitted to the 
Dutch inquiry.

The convention was marred by 
ugly scenes of Friday when Mr. 
Ecevit was forced to intervene to 
stop a fist-fight among members 
of the RPP youth branch. Turkish 
newspapers the following day pub- 
lished big colour pictures of young 
delegates with black eyes and 
bloody noses.

EEC nations will go to the polls 

. ... i, ,. 


LONDON — Voters in nine 
Western European countries have 
a chance to cast a ballot next 
month in elections without pre- 
cedent in world history. 

The poll among national or reg- 
ional candidates in each country 
will be for an international. Euro- 
pean parliament to represent the 
260 million inhabitants of the nine 
member-states of the European 
Economic Community, better 
known as the Common Market. 

Thirty-five years ago, the 
100-million electors and their 
parents were at each other’s 
throats in World War II. 

For a continent often ravaged 
by war, the June 7-10 poll is an 
historic event, even though it may 
not yet have stirred the voter 
interest of national elections. 

Statesmen and other vis- 
ionaries, like Britain’s late war- 
time leader. Sir Winston Chur- 1 
chill, yearned for a Europe united 
in peace and prosperity. An 
elected European parliament is a 
step toward that dream. * 

Looking to the future in 
October 1942, Churchill wrote to 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden; 
“Hard as it is to see now, I trust 
that the European family may act 
unitedly as one, I look forward to a 
United States of Europe. I hope to

see the economy of Europe 
studied as a whole. We shall have 
to work with the Americans in 
many ways and in the greatest 
ways, but Europe is our prime 
care.” 

The European Parliament, an 
elected body of 410, will sit in the 
French cathedral city of Stras- 
bourg. The assembly’s chief job 
will be watching over the running 
of the Common Market. Political 
initiatives beyond the market are 
certain to develop, observers say. 

The Market is an economic 
union striving to harmonise 
economic and monetary 
development among the member 
states. It is administered by a 
commission headquartered in the 
Belgian capital of Brussels and 
every so often, government minis- 
ters of the nine countries decide 
policy at sessions of the Market's 
Council of Ministers. 

Scoffers predict the new par- 


liament will be nothing more than 
a talking shop, without real pow- 
ers and unable to direct the 
multi-billion dollar budget to the 
market. 

Robert Jackson, one of the 283 
British candidates in the Euro- 
poll, rebuts the pessimists and 
recalls what the first U.S. pres- 
ident, George Washington, said in 
his farewell address in 1796: 
“Remember that time and habit 
are at least as necessary to fix the 
true character of government as of 
other human institutions." 

The Community began life in 
the early 1 950s as a coal and steel 
pact to pool resources between six 
countries whose heavy industries 
were exhausted in World War II - 
France, West Germany. Italy, 
Belgium, Holland and Lux- 
embourg. Then they set up the 
Common Market in 1 958. The six 
founders became nine when Bri- 
tain, Denmark and the Irish 


Republic joined in 1973. 

They are constantly arguing 
with each other. 

The British complain that the 
Market’s policies have doubkti 
food prices in Britain and forced 
them to pay burdensome subsidies 
to keep continental fanners in bus- 
iness. 

The French and the Germans 
seem to be using the euro- poll 
campaign to pursue domestic 
political rivalries and as dress 
rehearsals for national elections. 

Danes complain that they never 
really wanted to join the Market, 
yet their country is the principal 
benefactor of membership, along 
with the Dutch and the Irish. All 
three have been assured markets 
and good prices for their farm 
produce and received sizable 
development grants from the 
Community budget. 

There is no serious anti-Market 
sentiment in Holland or Ireland 
and candidates there say they 
• hope to make the new parliament 
stranger than the old. Ireland, the 
poorest country of the nine, is 
being transformed by the Com- 
mon Market: its economic growth 
rate of six to seven per cent is the 
highest in the Community. '!
